two men. Later in the day Mayor 
Kilgore went to Smith's stable for the 
purpose of explaining the difficulty of 
Saturday, as he understood it, pnd if 
necessary apologize. Smith invited 
Kilgore into his office and then shut 
the door, then turned and struck him 
who had come into his place as a 
peacemaker. Kilgore was knocked 
down and badly beaten. Smith plead 
guilty in the police court and was 
fined. So it now appears that the Re- 
publicans are doing a good lot of bull- 
dozing in this stronghold.

The Kleclion Proceeding Qaietly 
and a Heavy Vote Being Thrown. 
COLUMBUS, October 12.—Election 
day dawned 
chilly, cloudy 
and 
threatening rain, but 
before nine 
o'clock the clouds were dissipated by 
the sun, which is now, at mid-day, 
shining bright and warm, with a 
cloudless sky, and the certainty of a 
pleasant afternoon. A circuit of all 
the polling places in town shows that 
the voting commenced very early and 
has been going actively forward ever 
since. The result is that a very large 
proportion of the vote is already in 
the boxes. In one preeinct, where the 
vote last fall was 485, their has al- 
ready been deposited 417 ballots, or 
very nearly the entire vote. In every 
other precinct over half of the votes 
are in and in most of them two-thirds 
or three-fourths of the total. The 
Republicans claim that this fact, to- 
gether with the fine weather, works to 
their advantage, and assert they have 
made handsome gains. This claim 
the Democrats do not concede. Both 
parties are doing their utmost to poll 
their full strength, and it is likely the 
city vote will be larger than ever 
before. There has been no trouble at 
any polling place, and the business 
men have, as a rule, closed their 
places, and stand about the polls to 
prevent any disturbance that may be 
attempted. Both parties are uniting 
to secure a fair and full expression of 
opinion, and the best of feeling seems 
to prevail. The Democrats claim to 
have evidence that tvo illegal votes 
have been cast by Republicans in one 
precinct. The headquarters of the 
two parties are nearly deserted, but 
the interest is merely transferred to 
the polling places.

"Or to parties once divorced seeking 
to be united again" may conflict with 
the word of God, as written in the 
24th chapter, 3d and 4th verses of the 
book of Deuteronomy; therefore, 


Besolved, That the Committtee on 
Canons be requested to give atten- 
tion to that clause and report to this 
Convention. 


Beeohed, 
That the Canon 
in 
question relates 
to marriage and 
divorce, and the paragraph reads 
as follows: 
"No minister know- 
ingly, after due inquiry, shall solem- 
nize the marrige of any per-on who 
has a divorced husband or wife living, 
if such husband or wife has been put 
away for any cause arising after mar 
riage, but this Canon shall not be held 
to apply to an innocent party in di- 
vorce for cause of adultery or to par- 
ties once divorced seeking to be united 
again." 


The resolution was adopted.

CHICAGO, Oct. 12.—The Academy 
of Music, owned by Wm. M. Emmett, 
and situated on West Halstead street, 
was totally destroyed by fire this 
morning. One fireman was fatally 
injured and five seriously hurt. Tbe 
cause of the fire is as yet untnown. 
It originated about 10 o'clock among 
the flies back of the stage, near the 
roof. It spread with great rapidity, 
and was beyond control when the 
firemen arrived. The fire had been 
burning but for fifteen minutes when 
the roof lell in with a tremendous 
crash, burying several firemen. A 
terrible confusion followed, and it 
was with difficulty and peril to their 
own lives that the firemen succeeded 
in rescuing their comrades.

Now that 
the hunting season is at 
hand, a few hints to boys how to 
handle a gun safely, may not be out 
of place, and may, perhaps, 
save 
some from being hurt or fatally in- 
jured. 


Since breech-lcading 
guns 
have 
been introduced, muzzle-loaders have 
become very cheap, and in mostly 
every household of boys over twelve 
years of age one may be found. A gun 
should be kept at half-cock. 
A pull 
on the trigger or blow 
on the dog- 
head will not cause it to go ofi. 
If 
the dog-head should strike something 
and cauiie it to go back, it would 
remain full cock, or return to half- 
cock. 
Upon no conditiou should the 
dog-head be allowed to rest upon the 
cap. 
This is the source of the major- 
ity of accidents. 
When the dog-head 
rests upon the cap the slightest blow 
upon it will discharge the gun. 
The 
carrier of the gun and his comrades 
are continually in danger of 
their 
lives while the gun is in this condition. 
It is safer, by far, to carry a gun at 
full cock than to have the dog-heíd 
down upon the cap, as it can only go 
off by something touching the trig- 
ger, which is well protected by the 
guard. 


For safety, the muzzle should al. 
ways be elevated. In climbing a fence, 
keep the 
muzzle more than a foot 
above the head. 
Do not pull a gun 
through the fence after you. 


Never ride in a wagon or cars with 
your gun capped. 


When one or more are in a boat 
hunting ducks, all the guns fhould be 
placed in front of the party in the 
bow, pointing from him. 
If the boat 
is concealed in the marsh, and used to 
shoot from over decoys, place it side- 
ways, so the parties can shoot side by 
side. 


Never shoot over the head of a com- 
rade. 


Having a double barreled gun, both 
barrels cocked, and only discharging 
one barrel, be sure and half cock the 
other before loading. 


Never pull a gun from a wagon or 
boat with the muzzle towards you. 
The gua should be raised to a perpen- 
dicular, and kept at a safe distance 
from the head. 


When capping a gun, hold it in the 
left hand, muzzle pointing in the air 
at an angle of forty-five degrees or 
moré.
